REPORT ON PERIODICALS AND LITERATURE. 

One of the great needs of today is a more thorough dissemina- 
tion and reading of religious literature. ' " 

One of the evils of today is the demand for the sensational 
newspaper and the cheap novel. 

. The individual who is a constant reader of the more sensation*! 
newspapers and the thrilling cheap novel, soon finds that the triily/- 
valuable periodicals and literature become dull to him, and that it 
is a burden to read them. 

These statements are not theories, but conditions which exist 
today, and probably never before in the history of the world has it 
been so important that the Church of the Living God put forth its' 
best efforts to place in the hands of the people, and especially the 
young, literature which is calculated to lead to a higher and noble* 
life, and to bring the unsaved to Christ. 

But what are we, as Churches and individual Christians, doing 
to place in the hands of the people such literature as is calculated 
to make them better Christians, better Baptists, or to lead a sinrieS* 
to Christ? 



'It is true that we are doing reasonably well in supplying chil- 
dren in our Sunday Schools with the quarterlies and pamphlets pub- 
lished by the Sunday School Board of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion; but what other efforts are we making to get them to read good 
tracts and our denominational papers? And into how many families 
in the bounds of our Association does even the Alabama Baptist go? 

The true answer to these questions would show the need of 
greater efforts to place in the hands of the people such literature as 
they will derive profit by reading. Will we do our duty and put 
forth such efforts along this line as we should, or will we go on 
indifferently as heretofore? This is the great personal question 
which we must answer. 

We desire to especially recommend: 

1. The Sunday School literature of the Board of the Southern 
Baptist Convention. 

2. The Alabama Baptist. This is the paper of the Baptists of 
Alabama, and should have a much larger subscription than it has at 
present. Wo frequently hear complaints that this paper is not as 
good as it should be. Probably this complaint is a just one. But 
we should remember that it takes money to make a first-class paper, 
and that the Alabama Baptist can never be made such a paper as we 
Would like to have it without the co-operation and support of the 
Baptists of the State. This it needs, and this it should receive. 

3. The Baptist Union, published at Chicago. This is a paper 
which should be in the hands of the young people in every 
Church, whether they have a Baptist Young People's Union or not. 
The column which it devotes to prayer meeting service is alone 
worth the price of subscription. It gives a topic and such helps as 
will enable any consecrated young man to interestingly conduct a 
prayer meeting service. The price of this paper, to individual sub- 
scribers, is $1.50 per year, and $1.00 to clubs of six or more. 

4. The Foreign Mission Journal. This is a most excellent and 
interesting publication, and should have a large circulation in the 
bounds of our Association. 

JJ. The Home Field, which is the organ of the Home Board. 
This journal should be in the hands of all who desire to keep up 
with the work of the Home Board.

REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

Since the last meeting of the Association, the Calhoun County 
Baptist Sunday School Convention has held one of the most profit- 
able conventions it has ever yet held. It met with the Oak Bowery 
Church, and while all the schools in the county were not repre- 
sented, enough were present to make an interesting and profitable 
convention. The convention did much practical work, and was a 
spiritual feast from its opening until its close. The discussions at 
the convention brought out the fact that the greatest need of the 
Sunday Sphools in this county was better qualified teachers, and a 
resolution was adopted to hold a Teachers' Institute at Peaceburg 
Camp-ground, to commence on Monday and last for one week. 

At the appointed time the Institute opened, and it was left for 
the Baptist teachers of Calhoun County to hold the first Sunday 
School Teachers' Institute ever held in Alabama. The Institute 
was attended daily by from 50 to 150 people. The lessons for the 
quarter which had just commenced, were taught, and all who 
attended were agreed that it was, beyond all question, the most 
profitable Sunday School gathering ever held in Calhoun County. 
Not only did the teachers who attended get new methods and new 
inspiration, but the Institute was the means of bringing a general 
spiritual revival to nearly all who attended. 

Without an exception, all who took part in the Institute agreed 
that it should be made a permanent institution, and should hold 
annual meetings; but it was decided to refer the matter to this As- 
sociation, for its decision, and for it to decide upon time and place, 
if it thinks best for the Institute to hold annual meetings. 

From all reports, the Sunday Schools in the county are now 
doing better work than ever before at any time.

REPORT ON B. Y. P. U. 

Your Committee on B. Y. P. U. beg leave to report that the 
meeting of the State Convention of the B. Y. P. XL, recently held at 
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Woodlawn, was the best ever held in the State, and the following 
resolution was adopted : 

Resolved, 1. That the State be divided into twelve districts. 

2. Each of these districts shall be in charge of a District 
Secretary, who shall be elected by the Convention. 

3. Each of the Associations in these districts shall be in 
charge of an Associational Secretary. 

4. The Associational Secretaries in each district, together 
with the District Secretary, shall compose the District Executive 
Committee. 

5. The District Secretaries shall be ex officio members of the 
State Executive Committee. 



DUTIES OF DISTRICT SECRETARIES, 

1. To represent the State work at all associational meetings. 

2. To see that each Association is effectively organized. 

8. To secure all data required by blanks, which will be fnr- 
nished by the State Secretary, and to see that they, being property 
filled out, are returned to the State Secretary. 

4. To endeavor to secure the Christian Culture Courses into 
the Associations of his district. 

5. To secure appropriations for State work. 

6. To attend the meetings of the State Board, his expenses 
being met by the district over which he is Secretary. 

«. 7. To arrange for an Annual District Convention. 

8 That funds be raised by requesting each Union to forward 
to the District Secretary ten cents for each member of their Union, 
three-fifths of the same to be kept by the District Secretary and 
two-fifths forwarded to the State Secretary. 

9. That the fiscal and statistical year of this Union shall begin 
on July 1 of each year and shall end on June 30th following.

21. The report on Ministerial Education was 
read by A. J. Battle: 

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 

It is no longer the reproach of the Baptist denomination that 
their ministry is uneducated. Some of us remember the time when 
an educated Baptist preacher was a rare exception. But with the 
spread of education among the people, the demand for an educated 
ministry has proportionately increased, and has created the necessity 
for institutions of learning under Baptist control and direction. 
Within the last half century, these sources of supply have multi-- 
plied throughout the United States, so that it may be safely asserted 
that there are today more schools and colleges under Baptist control 
in the country than can be claimed by any other denomination. 
These schools, together with the public schools maintained by the 
State, have diffused education so generally among the masses of 
our people, that, except in sparsely populated districts, the 
Churches demand educated pastors. The question of ministerial 
education, then, has passed beyond the stage of general or abstract 
discussion. The condition that confronts us is the practical demand 
for educated ministers. 

The Baptists can claim the largest and practically the most 
efficient, Theological Seminary in the world. This Seminary has 
been so ably conducted, for the most part, during its comparatively 
brief existence ; its courses of study have been so wisely arranged, 
and its professors so thoroughly equipped, that the institution has 
commanded, not only the love and confidence of our own people, 
bat the respect of the Christian world. Almost every young man in 
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our Southern Zion, aspiring to the ministry, who can obtain the 
means, is possessed of the ambition to secure some, at least, of the 
advantages afforded by this great "School of the Prophets;" and 
almost every Baptist Church of importance = in the South has for its 
pastor a "Seminary Man." The facilities of Howard College, sup- 
plemented by the great advantages of the Seminary at Louisville, 
have given to Alabama a ministry equal in learning and piety to 
that of any denomination in the State. 

Denominations that, twenty-five years ago, reproached the 
Baptists with having an ignorant ministry, are now compelled to 
respect and admire the ability, the eloquence, the culture and piety 
of our preachers. And the work they are doing, under the gracious 
influence of the Holy Spirit, has already outstripped that done by 
some, and challenges comparison with that of the most powerful of 
our rivals. For this we thank God and take courage. 

But we must not forget the debt we owe the pioneers and early 
preachers of our faith, who, against overwhelming obstacles and 
difficulties, laid the broad and solid foundation for the noble struc- 
ture now going up under the master builders of the present genera- 
tion of ministers. For sublime devotion to the Master's cause, these 
old heroes have made a record not surpassed by that of the greatest 
warriors, and their deeds have immortalized them in the annals of 
eternity, beyond the honors paid to a Dewey, a Grant and a Wash- 
ington. 

But it is a fact, patent to the blindest, that the rapidly increas- 
ing diffusion of education among the people, and the new needs and 
interests that are perpetually unfolding to our view, imperatively 
demand an increase of the supply. 

Let us then enlarge our ideas, build up and strengthen our 
present Baptist schools— especially Howard College and the South- 
ern Baptist Theological Seminary.

Resolved, That the whiskey traffic and whiskey drinking is the 
greatest curse of the present age, and that it is our duty, as Bap- 
tists, to destroy or lessen this evil, and, as a step in this direction, 
we hereby pledge ourselves to do all we can to close the license 
saloons in Calhoun County. 

23. The regular order of business was suspended 
to hear read the following resolution offered by P. 
M. Jones: 

For as much as we (the Calhoun County Baptist Association) 
believe that dancing, card-playing, frequenting barrooms, theatre- 
going, drunkenness, swearing, gambling, base-ball games are each 
hurtful to Christian influence, and demoralizing in their tendency, 

Be it resolved, That we (the Calhoun County Baptist Associa- 
tion) request each Church in said Association to withdraw the right 
hand of Church fellowship from any member engaging in any of the 
above mentioned offences, as prescribed in Gal. 6:1; 2 Thes 3:6. 

After a thorough discussion, the above resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted; but the resolution 
stating that beginning with the session of 1900, the 
Association would withdraw the right hand of As- 
sociational fellowship from any Church failing to 
discipline any member guilty of any of the above 
mentioned evils, was rejected. 

24. The Association adjourned one hour for 
dinner.

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REPORT OX STATE MISSIONS. 

We, your Committee, beg leave to make the following report; 
We notice that many contributed to the three Boards; that there 
seems to be a lack of interest in State Missions. When we consider 
that State Missions lie at the very foundation of all Mission work, 
we should see that our Churches contribute freely to this work. We 
need more Missionaries in this, the most important cause. 

We, therefore, ask that our pastors place this great question 
more prominently before the people.

REPORT OX HOME MISSIONS. 

This has been a most prosperous year with the Home Mission 
Board. Our number of Missionaries have been increased, and 
excellent work has been done by them. This success can be 
attributed, largely, to our loyalty to the Board in rendering financial 
aid. Our Home Mission field embraces Oklahoma, Indian Territory, 
Cuba, and all destitute places in the Southern States.

29. C. A. J. Hollingsworth read the report on 
Foreign Missions. 

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

Your committee note a few points on Foreign Missions. We 
note that the work is not on a stand still. In the report on Foreign 
Missions in May, 1898, there were 701 baptisms reported, and in May, 
1899, there were 845 baptisms reported, showing an increase of 144 
over the previous year. During the Conventional Year closing 
April 30, 1899, $124,249.69 was coniributed to the Foreign Work; 
$64,112.73 having been raised by the women. 

We have Missionaries in six foreign countries: China, Japan, 
Africa, Italy, Brazil and Mexico. On these fields there are 76 mis', 
sionaries, 117 assistants, 102 churches with a membership of 4,760. 

We think the churches can do more for this work than they 
are doing. We suggest that more of our members subscribe for 
and read the Foreign Mission Journal, so they can inform themselves 
on this work, and that our pastors preach at least two sermons a 
year on Missions. By so doing we are sure the churches will give 
more to the cause.

REPORT ON WOMAN'S WORK. 

♦ 

The different organizations of the women in the Southern 
Baptist Convention, which are laboring to help send the gospel to 
destitute places and to the foreign fields, have done a splendid work 
during the past twelve months. 

The Calhoun Association was represented this year at the 
Woman's Missionary Union of the Southern Baptist Convention by 
Mrs. O. M. Reynolds. 

The reports made at this meeting show that the Woman's Mis- 
sionary Union for the past year contribuied for Foreign Missions in 
cash, $24,152.02; Home Missions, in cash, $14,129.69; Missions 
through boxes sent to Missionaries, $22,567.06; Sunday School 
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Board, in cash, $3,263.73. Making a total of $64,112.73. This is 
indeed a fine showing, when we consider the financial depression 
of last year. 

In this work the Woman's Missionary Union of the Calhoun 
Association did a great part. While it did not do all it could have 
done more, had a Missionary Society been at work in every Church 
in the county. Yet the work in the county is encouraging; and the 
good women are now probably showing more interest in Missions 
than ever before. We recommend that a Woman's Society be or- 
ganized in every Church in the county before the next meeting of 
this Association.

REPORT ON ORPHANS' HOME. 

Certainly nothing can appeal more earnestly to the liberality 
of the people than an appeal for the poor and helpless children, 
and when the Baptists of Calhoun county are called upon to help 
the Baptist Orphanage at Evergreen, the call will not faTl on deaf 
ears. All that should be necessary is to make known that there are 
little ones at Evergreen who need help. We believe that this people 
will cheerfully give of their means to supply the needs of these 
little ones, whom God has left us as an heritage. 

From the report sent out by the Financial Secretary of the 
Home it is learned that there are now 63 children at Evergreen who 
depend upon the liberality of the people for their daily supply of 
food, for their clothes and education. 

It requires ten dollars per day to support this family of 63 
children; and Brother Stewart says that the Orphanage owes a 
larger current debt than ever before, and that help is needed at 
once. 

The Orphanage has no income except the offerings of its 
friends. Every Sunday School in the county should take a collec- 
lection at once for the Orphanage and send it to Rev. Jno. W. Stew- 
art, Evergreen, Ala.
